Livestock Outlook Good For 1st Quarter 61 


FED CATTLE PROBABLY WILL MAINTAIN RECENT GAINS and may add slightly to them in the 
early months of 1961. Movement to Cornbelt feedlots, especially weighty 
feeders for short-feeding, was light through summer and fall. Shipments of 
yearlings were about the same and calf shipments much larger than a year pre- 
vious. You can expect rather light finished cattle supplies early in 1961 
and heavy supplies later. 





PUTTING CATTLE ON FULL FEED AND FINISHING QUICKLY rather than using a deferred feed- 
ing plan will be best. Get as many as you can ready for the packer in the next 
four months. Give them a good finish for their kind. Wait for price upturns on 
which to sell. Cut loose at 1250 lbs. or less. 





NONFED CATTLE PRICES WILL WORK HIGHER THROUH THE WINTER. Cow slaughter will be larger 
than a year ago but below average. Census returns showing a smaller cattle 
population than expected have improved the outlook and will encourage holding 
for further herd build-up. However the cyclical trend of prices is down. This 
year is a good time for close culling of off-grades and uncertain breeders. 





STOCKER ANND FEEDER CATTLE PRICES WILL RISE SLOWLY until early spring. Advancing fat 
cattle prices have given buyers more confidence and the usual early spring 
grazing demand will maintain upward pressure on prices. Buy neeced feedlot 
replacement early but be cautious. Base your buying price on expectation of 
a fat cattle market $2-$3 lower next fall than this winter. Heavy feeders 
bought soon for very short-feeding probably are safest. 





HOG PRICES PROBABLY WILL HOLD UP WELL, but may not advance much in the next two months. 
Supplies will continue lighter than a year previous because of the cut in last 
spring's pig crop and holding more gilts to put in breeding herds. Spring and 
early summer supplies also will be less than in 1960 but by a much smaller 
difference. Prices probably will average higher, at least through spring, and 
feeding price ratios will stay quite favorable. 





THE SPRING PIG CROP WILL SHOW A SIZABLE INCREASE. The hog-corn price ratio averaged 
over 17 in September-December.. In the four previous years since 1923 when it 
was at that level, farrowings the following Spring were 1l to 28 per cent over 
a year previous. You'll know growers’ intentions from the December pig survey 
before you see this. 





FEED OUT HOGS TO GOOD WEIGHT BUT AVOID GOING OVER 240 POUNDS. Wait for price upthrusts 
before selling. Push lighter hogs along and aim to market as many as you can 
in the first half of 1961. Watch for good buys in feeder pigs. Step up your 
breeding herd for spring pigs 10 per cent or a little more from last year. Be 
cautious on production plans for 1962. 








LAMB PRICES SHOULD ADVANCE FROM JANUARY TO MARCH-APRIL as they've done in ten of the 
last 12 years. Wait for a good upmove before you sell. Aim to finish at not 
much over 105 lbs. Buy low-cost feeders soon and head for the early spring 
market. 





WOOL PRICES TO GROWERS ADVANCE FROM JANUARY TO APRIL in 1l of the last 14 years. No 
big. rise is in sight this year. Domestic and world mill usage still seems to 
be in a cyclical dip, therefore no point in early contracting. 
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Market Forecast (continued) 


MILK PRICES WILL DECLINE UNTIL LATE SPRING. Washington prognosticators expect high- 
er supports to be continued after March 31. Returns to dairymen over feed 
cost will remain better than in most recent years. Culling more light milkers 
and feeding the rest better would make many herds more profitable. 


FEED GRAIN PRICES WILL STRENGTHEN SLOWLY THROUGH WINTER. Their late fall level was 
lowest since World War II. 1960 production was larger than ever. However, 
harvest-time sales of corn and sorghum are past. Producers will place more 
grain under price support or hold for feeding because of profitable feeding 
ratios.

The 1961 Outlook 


The livestock situation probably won’t change 
much in 1961. 

Marketings of cattle seem likely to increase a lit- 
tle, but not so much as in 1960. Market supplies of 
hogs will continue on the light side. Consumer de- 
mand promises to increase moderately, though less 
than normal. Prices for fat cattle figure to average 
$1 to $2 a hundred pounds lower in 1961 than in 1960 
while prices for hogs average slightly higher because 
of a much better first half. 


BEEF CATTLE 


Most cattlemen know that their business has 
been in the expanding phase of its cycle for more 
than three years. This expansion comes in two stages. 
The first stage occurs when farmers and ranchers re- 
strict their sales of calves for slaughter. This pro- 
vides an increase in the number of cattle available 
for feeding and fattening for beef. This first stage 
of the expansion has been completed, and we saw its 
consequences in increased cattle slaughter and beef 
output in this past year. 

Slaughter of cattle in 1960 is estimated at 26.5 
million head, or about 11 per cent more than in 1959. 
Beef output is estimated at 14,850 million pounds. 
This is up 9 per cent from 1959, and up 11 per cent 
from the cyclical low reached in 1958. 


Consumers were provided with a record supply 
of beef in 1960, about 85.8 pounds per person. The 
previous record was 85.4 pounds enjoyed in 1956. 
Beef consumption in the intervening years was 84.5 
pounds in 1957, 80.5 pounds in 1958, and 81.6 pounds 
in 1959. 


Prices of beef cattle reached a seven-year high 
annual average in 1959, then averaged about $2 lower 
in 1960. This was a small decline, considering the 
relatively large increase in market supplies. It should 
be reassuring to producers that the market could ab- 
sorb such an abundant supply of beef at the com- 
paratively good prices that prevailed in the past year. 
The second stage of the expansion phase of the cattle 
cycle is a build-up of cow herds and a corresponding 
increase in calf crops. There has been relatively little 
of this so far in this cycle. 


The 1960 calf crop was estimated at 41.6 million 
head, or only 144 per cent more than in 1959. This in- 
crease, however, has been offset by an equal increase 
in the slaughter of calves in 1960. Thus we may have 
little or no more cattle to feed in 1961 than we had 
in 1960. Therefore, marketing of feed cattle may be 
not much greater in the year ahead than they were 
in the past 12 months. 


The seasonal distribution of fed cattle may be 
about the same as it was in 1960. The light movement 
of cattle into feedlots in this past summer and early 
fall points to light receipts of well-finished cattle 
during the next 90 to 120 days. The year’s highest 
prices seem likely to come during the late winter or 
early spring, as they have in the past three years. 


Slaughter of cows reached a cyclical low of 23.8 
million head in 1959, then jumped to around 26.4 mil- 
lion in 1960. Some further increase is likely in 1961, 
but no great supply of cow beef is in sight at this 
time.

@ LEAN, MEATY HOGS cost less 
to grow and develop more valuable 
carcasses than do heavy, fat hogs. 
Lean animals also produce the kind 
of meat housewives like to find at 
the meat counter. 

This may spell hope for the swine 
industry, which during the past dec- 
ade has faced declining consumer 
demand, partly because most of the 
meat produced had too much fat. 

A study at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity and the F. A. Graugnard and 
Sons plantation at St. James, Louisi- 
ana, showed that swine producers 
can cut expenses by feeding thrifty, 
lean pigs and can at the same time 
strengthen their markets by furnish- 
ing consumers a more acceptable 
product. 

At St. James, 100 weanling pigs 
were divided into two lots and fed 
the same ration, one lot to an av- 
erage weight of 160 pounds per pig 
and the other to an average weight 
of 220 pounds. At the University 
Experiment Station, 24 weanling

pigs were divided into four lots and 
fed a similar ration for comparison 
of feed efficiency, rate of gain, and 
carcass characteristics. Accurate 
records on weight gain and feed 
consumption were kept throughout 
the experiment. Carcass character- 
istics and processing data were re- 
corded on each carcass after slaugh- 
ter. 


Rations and Feed Costs 


> Rations as shown in Table 1 
were fed free choice throughout the 


experiment. Rate of gain, feed ef- 
ficiency, and feed cost were calcu- 


lated at 60-pound weight intervals. 
Results are shown in Table 2. 
Some of the variation in average 
daily gain between the two locations 
was probably due to a prolapsed 
rectum in 15 hogs at St. James. 
Twelve animals were removed from 
the experiment because of this con- 
dition. The hogs at the University 
Experiment Station were a meatier 
group of hogs, which accounts for 
improved feed efficiency, especially 
at the lighter weights. The hogs at 
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St. James, on the average, had ex- 
cessive backfat even at 160 pounds. 
Therefore, there was a small dif- 
ference in feed required per 100 
pounds of gain at 160 and 220 
pounds live weight. The meatier 
hogs fed at the University Experi- 
ment Station required 36 and 31 
pounds less feed per 100 pounds of 
gain up to 100 and 160 pounds live 
weight, respectively, than the hogs 
fed at St. James. There was less dif- 
ference between animals at the two 
locations in feed required from 160 
to 220 pounds. 

Carcass characteristics of ‘both 
groups of hogs are shown in Table 3. 

The higher dressing per cent in 
the heavier hogs was due to a ;ro- 
portionately lower viscera weight 
and a higher degree of finish or fat. 
Lighter hogs had less backfat and 
greater muscle development than 
the heavier hogs, as shown by the 
backfat measurement and by the 
loin eye area per 100 pounds car- 
cass weight. Carcass value is large- 
ly determined by the weight of 
primal cuts, since the price per 


pound on these cuts is much greater 


than the price for fat and bony cuts. 
Therefore, the lighter hogs with 
higher percentages of four lean cuts 
and lower percentages of trim fat 
were worth approximately $2 more 
per hundred pounds of carcass than 
the heavier hogs. This would equal 
about $1.50 per hundred on a live 
weight basis.

What About High-Moisture Corn For Hogs? 


High-moisture corn is a satisfactory feedstuff for growing finishing 


hogs, according to the results of a series of tests at Iowa State.

MINTEREST IN STORING 
HIGH-MOISTURE CORN and feed- 
ing it to livestock has been growing. 
Rigid requirements for storage and 
the cost of drying corn have given 
push to the search for ways to pre- 
serve corn with excess moisture 
without great loss of nutrients and 
spoilage. 

Successful storage of corn har- 
vested at an early date allows live- 
stock producers to use cornstalks, 
either as silage or pasture, at a time 
when they have a greater nutritive 
value than later. Harvesting losses 
also are minimized when corn is re- 
moved from the field before stalks 
become brittle and blown over. An 
additional advantage of high-mois- 
ture corn could be a superior nutri- 
tive value. 


Feed to Swine? 

> A series of tests over an 18- 
month period has shown that high- 
moisture corn is a satisfactory feed- 
stuff for growing-finishing swine. 
It’s highly palatable. To maintain 
quality, however, it requires special 
storage and handling, especially in 
warm seasons. 

Pigs fed high-moisture corn in 
our tests made equal, and sometimes 
superior, gains to pigs fed dry corn. 
But more feed per pound of gain 
was required on a _ high-moisture 
corn diet when the pigs were offered 
corn and protein supplement free- 
choice. Pigs offered high-moisture 
corn and protein supplement free- 
choice tended to eat a higher pro- 
portion of corn than comparable 
pigs offered dry corn and supple- 
ment free-choice. When we limited 
protein intake in a complete ration, 
however, less feed was required per 
pound of gain by pigs fed high- 
moisture corn than those fed dry 
corn. 

High-moisture corn has received 
a variety of definitions. But all 
agree in one respect—that the corn 
contains enough moisture to pro- 
mote some degree of fermentation 
during storage. The preferred meth- 
od is to harvest the corn when it 
still contains a‘ high level of mois- 
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ture, usually more than 20 per cent. 
Another method is to add water dur- 
ing or after placement in the stor- 
age structure. Our tests were with 
corn harvested and stored when it 
contained the desired amount of 
moisture. 

Preserving high-moisture corn as 
a feedstuff with maximum nutrition- 
al value involves several factors. 
Air-tight storage is needed if the 
corn is to be preserved for feeding 
in the spring and summer months. 


Storage Facilities: 

® There were several combina- 
tions used, but the air-tight silo 
proved to be the most satisfactory 
and was used extensively in this 
experiment. Since these proved to 
be satisfactory for storing high- 
moisture shelled corn, it was pos- 
sible to maintain a sufficient con- 
centration of carbon dioxide to pre- 
vent undesirable microbial growth. 


Feeding Tests: 

>A series of tests were con- 
ducted in 1958-1959 to compare 
high-moisture (25.3 per cent) corn 
with dry corn self-fed to pigs that 
had access to a 33 per cent protein 
supplement. Two tests were run 
during the winter months and a 
third during the summer (experi- 
ments I, II and III in the table). 

High -moisture corn was added to 
self feeders at 5-7 day intervals in 
the winter and daily during the 
summer. There were no féeding 
problems of either freezing or spoil- 
ing under these conditions. Both 
the high- and low-moisture corn 
and the protein supplement were of- 
fered free-choice from self feeders. 

In cone of the winter tests and 
the summer test, average daily gains 
were nearly the same for both low- 
and high-moisture corn. In _ the 
other winter experiment, pigs of- 
fered the high-moisture corn gained 
10 per cent faster than the pigs of- 
fered dry corn. 

Of the pigs involved in two of 
these three tests, 110 were live 
probed to see if there might be an 
influence on depth of backfat from 
using high-moisture corn. Also, 25 


pigs were slaughtered at market 
weights to find any effect of high- 
moisture corn on carcass quality. 
We noted no differences in backfat 
by live probe, in depth of carcass 
backfat or in dressing percentage. 

Feeding Test 1959-1960: The next 
winter, corn at four different mois- 
ture levels—12, 19.8, 24.7 and 31.9 
per cent—was ground and mixed 
with soybean meal and fortified with 
minerals and vitamins to form a 
complete feed for growing-finishing 
pigs. Grinding and mixing were 
necessary at weekly intervals to 
avoid spoilage, even though the feed 
was stored at relatively low temper- 
ature. No antibiotics, sources of un- 
identified growth factors or feed 
additives were included in the ra- 
tion. This was so that any unidenti- 
fied beneficial factors in the ensiled 
corn would have an opportunity to 
exert their influence. 

Average daily gains for all four 
moisture-level treatments were near- 
ly identical (experiment IV in the 
table). Growth wasn’t as rapid as 
might have been expected, but this 
may have been due to exclusion of 
antibiotics and sources of unidenti- 
fied growth factors in the rations. 

There were differences in the 
feed-conversion rates for the corn 
at different moisture levels. On an 
actual feed or equivalent dry-matter 
basis, pigs receiving the dry corn in 
their ration required 4.7 per cent 
more feed than pigs receiving the 
ration including corn at 31.9 per 
cent moisture. Pigs fed the rations 
containing corn at 19.8 and 24.7 
per cent moisture required 11.4 and 
8.2 per cent more actual feed, re- 
spectively, than those fed the ration 
containing corn at 31.9 per cent 
moisture. 

Our final experiment (V) was 
conducted to see if pigs fed a low- 
} otein, high-moisture corn ration 
grew as rapidly and were as effi- 
cient in feed conversion as pigs fed 
a low-protein ration containing dry 
corn. Corn from the same storage 
units used in the previous experi- 
ment (IV) was used. 

Soybean meal pellets fortified 
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with vitamins and minerals were 
added to the shelled corn containing 
12, 19.8, 24.7 and 31.9 per cent mois- 
ture. Pigs averaging 33 pounds were 
started on a ration containing 14 
per cent protein and were shifted 
to a 12 per cent protein ration at 
50 pounds of body weight. At 125 
pounds, the ration was changed to 
include 10 per cent protein until the 


pigs reached 200 pounds. No anti- 
biotics, feed additives or sources of 
unidentified growth factors were 
added. 

Pigs fed the rations containing 
corn at 19.8 and 24.7 per cent mois- 
ture made identical average daily 
gains. Pigs fed the ration contain- 
ing corn at 31.9 per cent moisture 
gained at a 7.7 per cent slower rate, 


while those fed the dry-corn ration 
gained the slowest—16.1 per cent 
less rapidly than those making the 
fastest gains. 

The amount of feed required per 
pound of gain for all pigs receiving 
the rations containing high-moisture 
corn was nearly the same. Pigs fed 
dry corn required 3.5 per cent more 
feed per pound of gain. <

@ PERFORMANCE-TESTING OF 
SHEEP— identifying the sire and 
dam, recording weight of lamb (or 
lambs) at birth, weight at weaning 
and at 4 months, how much the 
ewe sheared—these are next on the 
list of American livestock improve- 
ment. 


Here come 3,500 purebred sheep- 
men with 30,915 new lambs regis- 
tered last year and an idea that 
will give the flock industry the big- 
gest boost it has had since Robert 
Bakewell pickled the loins of his 
Leicesters 200 years ago. That would 
be the American Hampshire Sheep 
Association, Roy A. Gilman, Secre- 
tary, Stuart. Iowa, inaugurating a 
studied program of improvement 
based on the Iowa Hampshire Ram 
Test of 1959. It is bold and con- 
structive. It indexes the ewes and 
rams by recording their production 
in pounds of avoirdupois and cer- 
tifies a ram as having proved that 
he has the germ plasm that en- 
sures daily weight gains in his pro- 
duce in both meat and fleece. 
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PERFORMANCE TESTING OF SHEEP 
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Sheepman, hogman or cowman, you can gain something 


for your own future if you read on. 


> But before I pop off about the 
obvious benefits of ovine perform- 
ance testing, maybe we’d better go 
visiting with some of the Hampshire 
leaders and see how they are per- 
forming. 


Suppose we start 'way out west 
and come this way. The Williamette 
Valley of Oregon has long been 
known as an early lamb nursery. 
On 530 acres, 20 in fruit, we find 
R. W. Hogg & Sons, with 340 Hamp- 
shire ewes. Ronald says they weigh 
within 24 hours of a lamb’s birth 
and again at weaning 120 to 140 
days later. As soon as the new- 
born ‘lamb can follow its mother, 
they go out on pasture. Sometimes 
the lamb is not in the barn more 
than 48 hours. The poor-milkers are 
culled severely but good ewes are 
kept 10, even 13 years old. Mr. 
Hogg agrees that all breeds could 
work out a production program and 
within a few. years we'd have a 
standard of 200 Ibs. of lamb per 
year per ewe. 

Long time ago, Mr. Sanders sent 


me to Anaconda, Montana, to see 
Dr. H. C. Gardiner of Mt. Haggin 
Livestock Company. All day long 
we rode up arroyos and onto mesas 
where the sheep were nibbling wild- 
flowers! Dr. Gardiner kept talking. 
I came back and wrote a story which 
we labeled “Geist.” Today Mt. Hag- 
gin’s 250,000 acres of range, peo- 
pled by 3,000 i1lampshire ewes and 
3,000 Targee ewes, is managed by 
Dr. H. E. Ferguson. Just after judg- 
ing the sheep at the American Roy- 
al, he told me that only by rigid per- 
formance testing of the lambs will 
the true worth of the sire be known. 
Dr. Ferguson weighs his lambs with- 
in 12 hours after they are dropped, 
then any time, but surely at wean- 
ing—120 days for rams to 150 days 
for ewe lambs, to be adjusted by 
Roy Gilman’s tables to a 100-112 
days’ weight. 

Oh, but now you want to see a 
farm flock. Well, Admire, Kansas, 
is rightly named in Lyon County. 
There amidst the sunflowers lives

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@ THE 16TH ANNUAL Modoc 
County Range Bull sale at Cedar- 
ville, California, held recently, com- 
bined for the first time a test bull 
section along with halter bulls that 
were not gain tested. Nine breeders 
consigned six bulls each for the test 
trials and 47 of the 54 passed the 
grading and sifting committee. The 
bulls gained an average of 2.22 
pounds per day with four bulls mak- 
ing over three pounds a day during 
the test. This gain is significant 
because it points out the great dif- 
ference in gaining ability of ani- 
mals. 


A champion and reserve champion 
bull were selected from among all 
the bulls and as has been the case 
many times recently, several other 
bulls topped both the champion and 
reserve champion in selling price. 
The champion bull was consigned 
by Floyd Bidwell, Cassell, Califor- 
nia, and brought $825. The reserve 
champion came from the test sec- 
tion and was consigned by Dudley- 
Parker Ranch, Gazelle, California, 
and sold at $835. This bull’s average 
daily gain was 3.07 pounds while on 
test. 


> 66 Bulls averaged $657.00 


> Top ten bulls averaged . $875.00 
> Top 25 bulls averaged $790.00 


Floyd Bidwell collected the sale’s 
top money of $1,000 on his consign- 
ment in the halter division. Mabel 
Shumaker of Silver Lake, Oregon, 
was the buyer. 


The top gaining bull on test with 
a daily gain of 3.43 pounds, con- 
signed by the Dudley-Parker Ranch, 
sold at $885. Lem Earnest, McAr- 
thur, California, consigned the bull 
with the highest daily gain since 
birth of 2.25 pounds. This good in- 
dividual moved at $880. The Lucky 
Hereford Ranch, ‘Gilroy and Loyal- 
ton, California, had the bull with the 
second highest average daily gain 
since birth of 2.23 pounds and he

Performance Testing in Ontario 


@ ONTARIO’S PERFORMANCE 
TESTING PROGRAM is now in its 
tenth year of operation. Started in 
1950 as a progeny test, the program 
has undergone many changes in the 
past decade. In order to appreciate 
the reasons for the changes that 
have been made, one must have 
some knowledge of the beef cattle 
industry of the province. 

Although Ontario's farmers de- 
rive slightly over 70 per cent of 
their gross income from the sale of 
live stock and live stock products, 
home produced beef is not a heavy 
contributor of the total. In fact, 
dairy cattle outnumber beef cattle 
in the ratio of approximately four 
to one. Of the cattle marketed 
through inspected outlets approxi- 
mately 25 per cent are cows, mostly 
of dairy origin, while another 25 
per cent are cattle that were raised 
in some other province and imported 
into Ontario for finishing. 

Generally speaking, the farmers 
engaged in beef production complete 
all of the operations connected 
therewith. Some follow the practice 
of placing the calves on feed follow- 
ing weaning with a view to market- 
ing them at 12 to 16 months of age, 
while others plan to produce a 
higher percentage of the final 
weight with grass and other rough- 
age, so market their cattle as two- 
year-olds, either off grass, or after 
a relatively short feeding period. 
For the most part these men own 
comparatively small herds; the 
range in size being from 15 to 40 
cows. 

When the results of research rela- 
tive to beef cattle became known, 
a Board comprised of purebred 
breeders and senior officials of the 
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Department of Agriculture was ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture and charged with the responsi- 
bility of evolving a program under 
which the principles established by 
the research workers could be ap- 
plied. The members of the Board 
agreed from the outset that their 
objective should be to enable the 
farmers engaged in production of 
beef cattle to improve their herds, 
particularly from the standpoir.t of 
efficiency of production. Altliough 
some of the small operators were 
utilizing the services offered by ar- 
tificial insemination units, the ma- 
jority followed the practice of re- 
lying on natural service, so bought 
bulls as required, chiefly on the 
basis of appearance and price. Rec- 
ognizing these facts, the Board de- 
cided that it could perform its fune- 
tions most effectively by initiating 
a program which would provide in- 
formation about the inherited char- 
acteristics of the bulls that appeared 
destined to become sires in these 
commercial herds. Hence, an indi- 
vidual testing plan for young bulls 
under which the results would be 
available to the public was adopted 
in preference to a herd test plan. 
Another factor contributed to this 
decision. Because of the fact that 
calves are dropped in all months of 
the year in purebred herds, there 
did not appear to be any practical 
way of applying a herd test. As 
matters stand, breeders are given 
the option of testing as many or as 
few young bulls as they choose to 
nominate. Each bull is placed on 
feed-gain test when fF :tween 7! and 
8's months of age. As a general 
rule, the calves are still nursing 
when weighed for the start of the 


test; hence for all practical pur- 
poses the starting and weaning 
weights are identical. By following 
this procedure, there is no condition- 
ing period between nursing and the 
commencement ofthe test. Further- 
more, no attempt is made to adjust 
weaning weights to a standard age. 

The program makes provision for 
both home and station tests. At 
present there are three stations, 
each located at a provincial agricul- 
tural college or school. The Secre- 
tary of the Board decides which 
bulls are to be tested at stations at 
the time the nominations are re- 
ceived. His decisions in this matter 
are based on the Board’s policy of 
requiring every breeder to test some 
bulls at a station. ‘Because of the 
large number of nominations and 
the limited space at stations, it has 
not been possible to carry out that 
policy in its entirety. 

The feeding period covers 168 
days which is 28 days longer than 
the period adopted by Performance 
Registry International. Frankly, 
there does not appear. to be any need 
for a test period longer than that 
required to permit a bull to demon- 
strate his ability to gain. On the 
basis of our experience, a test period 
of 140 days is long enough for this 
purpose. The longer period has one 
advantage, however, in that any 
bulls which go off feed temporarily 
have a better opportunity of recov- 
ering the losses sustained as a result 
thereof. On the other hand, some 
bulls tend to get too fat in 168 days, 
a situation that is not likely to occur 
in a shorter test period. 

Regardless of the pros and cons, 
the system adopted seems to har- 
monize with the buying and selling 
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practices in vogue in this province. 
For example, breeders like to sell 
their bulls shortly after they reach 
12 months of age and commercial 
operators prefer to buy them at that 
time, Consequently, the majority of 
tested bulls change hands soon after 
the completion of the test. 


The report issued at the end of 
the test shows the starting weight, 
final weight, total gain, average 
daily gain, lifetime gain based on an 
estimated birth weight of 70 pounds, 
and the average daily gain from 
birth to the end of the test. In the 
case of station tests, particulars re- 
garding feed consumption are in- 
cluded as well. 


At one stage in the program, the 
bulls were graded at the conclusion 
of the test. Three grade designa- 
tions were used, namely breeder, 
commercial and plain, terms which 
are more or less self-explanatory. 
Although all the grading was done 
by one man for purposes of estab- 
lishing and maintaining uniformity, 
the practice led to a considerable 
amount of dissatisfaction. In many 
cases the bulls changed in condition 
and even in type between 13 and 18 
months of age; some improved, 
while others became less attractive. 
As a result, bulls that were graded 
“Breeder” at 13 months often looked 
like commercial bulls at 18 months 
and vice versa. Because of the fre- 
quency with which these changes 
occurred, the Board discontinued 
the practice of grading, hence pros- 
pective buyers now make their own 
type appraisal of the bulls that are 
offered for sale. 


For years the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture has been encourag- 
ing the use of good bulls through 
a bull premium policy. Inasmuch as 
a high percentage of bulls are sold 
through sales held by private breed- 


ers or by breeders’ clubs, the policy 


applies only to bulls sold through 
such sales. This policy has under- 
gone some changes in recent years, 
the first notable change consisting 
of the offering of a higher premium 
on tested bulls than on non-tested 
bulls. In 1959, by which time the 
majority of breeders engaged in the 
business of raising bulls were par- 
ticipating in the testing program, 
the policy was amended to limit pre- 
miums to tested bulls. Throughout 
the lifetime of this policy, approval 
from the standpoint of type has 
been a requirement for eligibility for 
premium, and of course that fre- 
quirement is still in effect. 


What effect has this program had 
on Ontario’s beef cattle industry? 
Well, time alone will tell. In the 
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meantime, it can be said with cer- 
tainty that commercial beef produc- 
ers are becoming quite conscious of 
the importance of rate of gain and 
of the correlation between rate of 
gain and economy of gain, hence 
are directing their purchases to- 
wards bulls with records. On the 
other hand, they are not satisfied to 
buy any bull with a record—he must 
be of good type also. 

Insofar as the breeder is con- 
cerned, the stage of wholesale test- 
ing is past. Whereas in the initial 


stages some breeders were inclined 
to test all bulls, except those with 
obvious faults, the majority now re- 
alize that they must cater to the 
buyer’s demands. Thus, they are 
becoming more selective, in that 
they are testing their best prospects 
and making steers out of the ones 
that are not so promising. Accord- 
ingly, if there is any merit in using 
good performance tested bulls, and 
most people contend that there is, 
Ontario beef producers are moving 
in the direction of progress.

Look: Howard’s stand- 
ard is 100 lbs. in 100 days. He may 
weigh them all on a day certain 
when County Agent Stan Parsons 
or Vo. Ag. Teacher Emory Groves 
could be present to O. K. weight- 
per-age. The Vernons sometimes 
wean as young as 90 days, but pre- 
fer 120. They stop breeding on Oc- 
tober ist so as to get the early 
lambs for which Kansas is famous. 
Howard never butchers a 90-Ib. lamb 
for their own use; prefers 120-130 
Ibs. because he wants a chop he can 
find and a leg that will make more 
than one meal.

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miliar. Yep, that’s Hawkeye sedi- 
ment. In that case, we'll just go 
up to Waterloo, Iowa, to R. E. Pul- 
lin’s Sons—Don, Harold and their 
lads on 560 acres, owned and rented, 
with 150 purebred ewes and that 
many westerns. In fact, I shouldn’t 
be surprised if this performance 
testing of sheep didn’t start here 
about two years ago, when Don 
asked the Iowa Hampshiremen if 
they’d be interested in ram test- 
ing and carcass evaluation, at 
Rath’s at cost, $2.50 a ‘lamb. - That 
would give us more than just rate 
of gain. 

Howard Pullin took 100 westerns 
and put them out in lots of 10 each. 
The ewes were returned to the Pul- 
lin boys when safely in lamb, so 
they could all be handled the same 
and they’d have records on 10 dif- 
ferent rams. Don said those first 
tests did not vary much in rate- 
of-gain, but there was a 25% dif- 
ference in loin-eye from top to bot- 
tom ram. Their ram testing sheet 
includes these facts in carcass 
evaluation: grade, dressing percent, 
front quarter, hind saddle, loin-eye 
and rind. 

No, I don’t think we’ll have time 
to go down to Stuart, on the county 
line ’twixt Guthrie and Adair, where 
Secretary Roy Gilman lives and the 
Hampshire flock registry has its of- 
fice. Roy tells me there are three 
factors in the index, PTF—Produc- 
tion, Type, Face covering. Produc- 
tion is figured on a single 100-Ib. 
ram lamb in 120 days from an old 
ewe. Ram certification will follow 
as comes naturally. 

Over in southwest Indiana at 
Owensville, in Gibson County, we 
can talk to Earl R. Smith who has 
been breeding Hampshires for 53 
years. Purdue’s great peripatetic 
shepherd, Henry Mayo, enrolled him 
in the Gold Medal Club and he gets 
120-125 Ib. lambs in 120 days. Like 
Dr. Gardiner said, Earl Smith wants 
no slow, sleepy, lazy sheep, male or 
female. He keeps good producers as 
long as they live. He numbers each 
ewe and gives her lamb the same 
number, but he knows each sheep 
personally. Like me, he gives horse 
feed to his sheep. He weighs at 
birth and each week, checking the 
scales with his own observation. 

The University of Wisconsin has 
conducted a sheep improvement 
project for 10 years. Raised the 
pounds of lambs per ewe in the 
program from 83 to 96.8 Ibs., per- 
cent of twins from 52 to 60.7%, 
weight of single lambs at 4 months 
from 63 to 73.6 lbs. and of twins 
from 58 to 68.8 Ibs. Michigan and

Ohio followed suit with flock pro- 
duction contests. 

No less than 685 farm flocks were 
enrolled in the 1960 Illinois Sheep 
Production project. They found 33 
breeding ewes in the average flock, 
producing 824 lbs. of wool and 91 
Ibs. of lamb that gave a gross re- 
turn of $24. Even in market lamb 
production, purebred sires varied by 
40% in the gaining rate of their 
lambs. 

At Sonora, Texas, performance 
testing is going on, including four 
Rambouillet rams that Dr. U. S. 
Carrigus sent down from Illinois. 
South Dakota, Utah, Wyoming and 
the Research Center at Beltsville are 
all practicing. Rather, what college 
or experiment station, or processor, 
or sheep organization, is not inter- 
ested and willing to help you? That's 
what I asked the annual meeting 
of the American Hampshire Assoc- 
iation in Chicago. The reply was to 
hand me a complete set of barn 
sheets, ewe production records, 
weight adjustments for 2-year-old 
and older ewes with singles, twins 
and triplets—all looking to lamb in- 
dexing and eventually to ram cer- 
tification. 

Ah, it was four years ago since 
Dr, R. M. Jordan had a story in 
“Breeder’s Gazette”’ telling how you 
could performance-test on the farm. 
First you get a scale. Then, so you 
don’t have more records than you 
have sheep, Bob suggested this sim- 
ple Production Index for your per- 
sonal use: Single born, single raised, 
O points. Twins, single raised, 5 
points. Twins born, twins raised, 10 
points. Pounds of lamb per ewe at 
120 days, 1 point per lb. Add 4/10th 
of a lb. for each day under 120 days; 
subtract .4 lb. for each day over. 
Now grade: add 10 points for Choice, 
5 points for Good, 1 for Utility. Give 
3 points per pound for wool. Simple, 
but you can select performing sheep 
that way 

I made bold to tell ’em on my 
own that the '60’s would see per- 
formance testing in all breeds of 
sheep, with lamb indexing and cer- 
tification of purebred rams; that the 
breed associations would perfect and 
activate an over-all organization of 
sheep interests; that some day we’d 
have a National Sheep Show, and 
that lamb production in America 
would get plenteous enough and ef- 
ficient enough to compete with the 
Canterburys on the London market. 

Certainly I do not abide with the 
thought that the American sheep 
is headed for the museum. Not 
with wool supported at 62c and a 
glowing chance to double lamb con- 
sumption. <

| will be remarkably uniform in 1961. 
| Thus the seasonal 


variations in 
prices may be much less than usual. 

The big cut in hog production in 
1960 was in the spring pig crop. 
Most of that pig crop has already 
worked through the markets. 

Prospective market supplies for 
the first quarter of 1961 are 6 to 
8 per cent less than for one year 
before. Prices start from a much 
higher level than last year. There 
are no important storage stocks of 
pork. Consequently market prices 
should be on a firm basis in this 
period. Moderate price advances are 
possible. 

Any long up-trend in hog prices 
is unlikely. 

Here’s why: The low prices in the 
fall of 1959 came after farmers 
saved 327 spring pigs for each 1,000 
population.. In 1960 farmers saved 
only 270 spring pigs per 1,000 of 
population. In order to save 327 pigs 
per 1,000 population this spring 
(1961) farmers would have to save 
a total of 60.5 million pigs, or 23 
per cent more than they saved a 
Such a hugh increase is 
unlikely. 

In summary, the outlook for live- 
stock producers is a favorable one. 
Some increase in production is need- 
ed in order to provide for three mil- 
lion more people each year and to 


| allow more adequate supplies of 
| meat in the diets of our people. Re- 
| turns to producers will be profitable, 
| provided the increases in supplies 
| are steady rather than sporadic.

prices and income in 1961.” 
Your Own Outlook No doubt the economists 

know well the income pat- 
tern over the new year for farmers, plural. But for 
farmer, singular, and for livestock farmer, individual- 
ly, we’d rather take your word. Regardless of what 
agriculture in general does, you on your own farm 
can do better than last year. 


HOW’? WELL, HAVE YOU TESTED and manured 
your soil to get maximum yield of feed and forage? 
Have you tested and culled your 
livestock until every head is a joy 
to own and not a headache? Take 
your neighbor that Prof. F. M. SIMS of Illinois was 
telling about: When he bought that 200-acres, his 
corn made 45 bushels per acre; he sold 5 calves and 
72 hogs from 10 litters that year for a total of $8,000. 
Last year his corn made 87 bushels and he sold 253 
hogs from 30 litters and 52 1,000-lb. steers that he 
bought as 400-lb. feeders, all for $19,000. He put up 
a pole-barn and now he’s building a new house. Yes, 
he’s still in debt, but he uses his credit as a tool for 
animal advancement, same as that lime spreader and 
the concrete feeding floor. 


For Instance 


THE LIVESTOCK PRODUCER is determined to give 
the trade what consumers want, and will pay for. At 
the International DAVE 
PETTUS and his boys 
of the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Service had a display where you could test 
your skill as a beef grader. You pressed a button 
marked “Choice’’ and up came the rib eye of that 
grade. Then they handed you a picture of two 1,150- 
lb. steers that sold for $24 a ewt. The one with the 
thick back muscles, thin fat cover, trim brisket and 
firm finish had 13 sq. in. of rib eye, *iwths of an inch 
fat cover, 16 lbs. of kidney fat, and his 700 lbs. of 
carcass retailed for $517.22. The steer with the thin- 
ner muscling (9 sq. in. rib eye), thick fat cover (1’’), 
wasty brisket, and softy finish dressed 700 Ibs. too, 
but it sold for $444.07. Should carcasses be graded 
for cutability as well as quality?

At the carcass contest DEAN KILDEE 
said that ultrasonic methods could become very im- 
portant to livestock raisers in selecting breeding stock 
that will produce more lean meat of high quality and 
less fat... . And here’s a letter from DAVID HOLME, 
Hillsborough Agricultural Research Institute, County 
Down, North Ireland, telling me that by weighing a 
shote’s carcass in air and then in water he can de- 
termine the proportion of lean and fat without cutting 
it up. . ... In the lamb carcass concest at Eastern 
States, the 1st place lightweight (70-90 lbs.) on foot, 
was grand champion carcass with 5.46 sq. in. of rib- 
eye per 100 lbs. chilled carcass. These sheepmen are 
not going to be- satisfied untif a lamb chop looks 
mighty like a pork chop on the counter. 


TO THE FIRST NATIONAL LAMB AND WOOL 
CONFERENCE came ALEX O’SHEA of New Zea- 

land’s Federated Farmers 
Advice from Abroad with 160 pounds of lamb 

cuts. He proposed joint 
action to widen the market, in this country! He really 
needn’t have lugged those legs and loins all that way; 
he could have bought them, imported, in any chain 
store. Or at my shopping center he could have bought 
lamb meat from Iceland and Venezuela, at bargain 
prices . . . To the World Hereford Congress at Des 
Moines came Secretary R. J. BENTLEY of the Here- 
ford Herd Book in England, recommending that pure- 
bred calves born of imported semen not be registered. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS DOMINATED THE ELECTION 
and obviously will continue to engage the concern of 

the new administration. Our national 
Over There economy must cast a weather eye on 

competitors who undersell us on 
gadgets, tariff or not. Such as Japan, Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland, Italy.

Let’s 
tighten our belts, join hands with our Canadian cous- 
ins, sell beef to London, pork to Bonn, and lamb to 
Telaviv.
